The Minimum Purse 


‘OST of the problems of American racing are 
associated more or less closely with the prob- 
lem of the claiming race. Among the more im- 
portant of the many wheels enmeshed with this 
central problem is that of the minimum purse. 
For many race tracks the minimum purse rep- 
resents, with little variation, the class of the 
meeting. Most of the money to be distributed is 
handed out in parcels of uniform size, so that, 
for the duration of the meeting, nearly all the 
horses on the grounds are reduced to the value 
of the contenders for the lowest grade of races. 
Chief merit of this system is that it provides big 
fields for the use of bettors, assures the manage- 
ment of a considerable profit (managements 
rarely err on the upper side in estimating the 
size of the minimum purses they can afford to 
pay), and keeps plenty of horses available for 
competition. The last item here—keeping plenty 
of horses available for competition in the cheap 
races—-is of great importance. A cheap horse 
is one which runs in cheap races, and if virtually 
all the races are cheap, no horse owner will get 
the illusion that he possesses something better 
than a cheap horse. Hence if all race tracks were 
to run only cheap races, all horses would be cheap. 
For other tracks the minimum purse represents 
a comparatively small proportion of the total 
number of races. These tracks recognize that 
there are differences in the class of horses. In 
some measure they try to distribute their purses 
in such a way that the winners earn money 
roughly in proportion to the class of competition 
they must beat. Their minimum is not also a 
maximum. Chief merit of this system is that 
the public comes to appreciate the differences in 
class in various divisions, and a group of star 
performers is created which serves racing in very 
much the same way as the star performers of 
the theater serve the box office and advance the 
cause of the theater in general. 
There seems to be little question but that the 
cause of the Turf in general would be advanced 
better by the use of the latter policy. As far as 
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the breeder is concerned, there is no question at 
all. And since race tracks are a bit on the 
“flush” side, wherever they are running at all, 
there has been a decided tendency to minimize 
the minimum purse and to establish differences 
in purses in keeping with differences in class. 
This is what might be called the natural, or tra- 
ditional, policy in racing, since it prevails in most 
other racing countries today, and prevailed here 
until comparatively recent times. 

But the last decade or so, during which racing 
has been put on a mass production basis in 
America, has seen such a fixation of the claiming 
race and such a close adherence to the standard 
of the minimum purse that the modern genera- 
tion of horsemen have come to consider this new 
order as natural and traditional. They find it 
difficult to understand how it could be disturbed 
without becoming worse. So race tracks, seek- 
ing an escape from today’s standardized cheap- 
ness, find in their way obstacles set up by horse- 
men who believe that their own welfare is keyed 
to the tradition of uniformity and cheapness. 

Race tracks which prefer diversity and class 
to uniformity and cheapness are now obliged to 
make cautious experiments rather than assert- 
ing bold policies. They move warily because they 
have to have the permission of horsemen. 

One of these experiments we shall watch with 
a great deal of interest. It is the program for 
the 30-day Pimlico meeting which represents the 
combined promotion of Maryland's four major 
tracks. The recapitulation of the intended purse 
distribution for that meeting was issued by Rac- 
ing Secretary Charles J. McLennan as follows: 


races at $1,200 -- 253,200

Horses and Horsehides 


OR quite a few years Turf writers have had a 

sort of conspiracy of friendly silence regard- 
ing baseball players, and you never see a note in 
the racing columns that such and such a prom- 
inent player was at Aqueduct yesterday. The 
reason for this is that such news brings Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis on a dead run and gets 
the player in trouble. Horse racing is anathema 
for Judge Landis’ collection of ivory, and a man 
may more safely bring a rattlesnake into a dug- 
out than a racing form. Of course a good many 
players go to the races when occasion permits, 
but it’s all sub rosa, which gives the affair a de- 
licious flavor denied to those of us who are not 
at the bidding of the old gentleman with the 
sheep dog hair-do. Anyway, you can imagine 
with what horror and consternation Judge Landis 
found out recently that George D. Widener had 
acquired $5,000 worth of stock in the Philadel- 
phia Phillies. He is reported to have torn up the 
ground for several inches around, without, how- 
ever, worrying Mr. Widener very much. 

The chief speculation, to this bystander at 
least, is on the dire results of getting out of 
one’s division. The late Jacob Ruppert, who 
must have been better than fair as a baseball 
club owner, fooled with the horse business a 
while, and one of his first ventures was the pur- 
chase of a $30,000 colt named St. Domingo, by *St. 
Blaise, which he bought from the Belmont dis- 
persal sale of 1891. St. Domingo ran only once, 
in the 1892 Belmont Futurity, where he was dead 
last. Now comes Mr. Widener, who heads the 
nation’s largest race track creditably and well, 
and, at his Old Kenney Farm, breeds more 
stakes horses per acre than anybody else can 
do, and he buys a piece of the Phillies. The 
Phillies, to be sure, are not dead last at the writ- 
ing, being seventh of eight, but the season is 
not over, either. The suspicion here is that, the 
manpower shortage being what it is, Mr. Widener 
spent his $5,000 to have first call on some stable 
help during the winter. 


Small Matters 


CCORDING to a United Press story on Sep- 

tember 2, one Manuel Alicea “marched up 
to the window and planked down his dollar” at 
the Las Monjas track at Puerto Rico and won 
$5,090.43 on a seven-horse parlay. The main 
uncertainty of the story is not what kind of race 
track sells tickets on a seven-horse parlay, but 
which of our commercial tracks will be the first 
to introduce the practice in the United States.

Handicap it was reported that the Washington 
Park Handicap on September 6 would be his ob- 
jective. Last week it was reported he would skip 
this and run in the Narragansett Special Sep- 
tember 18.

over here. This ’un we've got has pretty near 
made the horse sale.” . . . Those who counted the 
horse out of modern warfare could stand a re- 
count. This bystander hears from Army men 
that General MacArthur wants more cavalry 
than he has, in fact wants more cavalry than 
there is, and that a good lop-eared Missouri mule 
is a pearl above price in the South Pacific islands. 
The mules are needed for supply trains in ter- 
rain nothing else can get through, and the caval- 
ry, of course, is needed to guard the mule trains. 
This is a far cry from Balaklava, of course, and 
the other dashing cavalry charges of yesteryear, 
but it’s just as essential .... While we’re on mat- 
ters of military intelligence, it might be noted 
that a remount station in the West recently got 
a shipment of 75 WACS, and since no instructions 
came with them, hasn't the foggiest idea of what 
to do with them .. . . THE BLOOD-HORSE lost a 
good many foreign subscribers through the war, 
since the mails to France got uppity even before 
last November 7, and of course those to Germany 
and Italy went earlier.

Joyner Dies 
Erdenheim 


IXTY-FIVE years of racing experience, during 
which a 16-year-old mail clerk climbed to 
eminence as one of America’s ablest trainers, 
and eventually to semi-retirement (nearly al- 
ways subject to being broken by a good horse) as 
one of the most honorable and venerable figures 
in the racing world, ended a few minutes after 
midnight, September 1, at Erdenheim Farm, 
Chestnut Hill, Pa. Andrew Jackson Joyner died. 
Even ancient Erdenheim, where *Leamington 
lived and died, goes not much further back into 
American racing than the aged trainer who died 
there last week, for when *Leamington was still 
battling with Lexington for leadership of the sire 
list, Andrew Jackson Joyner was saddling win- 
ners. He was born at Enfield, N. C., on August 
18, 1861, the son of Dr. Henry Joyner, and he 
was himself intended for the medical profession. 
He rode, of course, from childhood, and according 
to some accounts, it was behind hounds in the 
hunting fields of North Carolina that he develop- 
ed the screeching whoop (any loud noise made 
by a Southerner is eventually called a rebel yell) 
with which he was later to encourage his horses 
in close finishes, and which, some 35 years later, 
was to affront the genteel air of Ascot. 

In his middle ‘teens he worked as a postal 
clerk at Weldon, N. C., where his family had 
moved after the death of his father, and at least 
as early as April 19, 1878, he had sent out the 
*Phaeton mare Annie G. for a $25 race at Wel- 
don. This was Mr. Joyner’s first horse, and 
since on the previous day she was running for C. 
W. Medinger, this was presumably his first start- 
er, though it is not always safe to assume that 
all of the minor racing of the time has been re- 
ported. The race was for gentleman riders, and 
quite probably her owner rode. Annie G., with 
no hint of the future, finished last. He won a 
number of races with her, though his first winner 
on a recognized track was Rosiere, at Saratoga, 
on August 26, 1884. 

One of his duties, as postal clerk, was the dis- 
posal of uncalled for mail, and from the papers 
that had to be destroyed he gleaned a small col- 
lection of racing pictures, one of them being of 
aman who later became one of his closest friends, 
the great trainer James Rowe (the elder), then 
a jockey, and mounted on Harry Bassett. In 
1879, over the objections of his family, he left 
Weldon for the race track. 

His first connection was with William Wyche, 
whom he already knew, since Wyche had raced 
horses at Weldon. Then he entered the employ 
of W. P. Burch, father of Preston and the late 
Selby Burch, working for him for four years and 
becoming stable foreman. His first position as 
trainer was with the firm of Davis and Hall. His 
most conspicuous success here was with the 
horse Oriflamme, which James Rowe had given 
to T. B. Davis, supposedly broken down. Mr. 
Joyner, who in 1941 fought almost the same odds 
to bring back Eight Thirty to win the Toboggan 
and Metropolitan Handicaps, went to work on 
Oriflamme, and the following year the horse was 
only once unplaced in 17 starts, winning the

and others. 

The Davis and Hall partnership was dissolved 
about 1890, and Mr. Joyner opened a stable of 
his own, accepting horses from various patrons, 
including August Belmont and John E. McDonald. 
Among his own horses was the high-class Chesa- 
peake, a son of *St. Blaise, with which he won 
seven races in 1890. He was successful enough 
with the Belmont horses that Mr. Belmont en- 
gaged him as trainer, a position he held until 
1895, saddling 40 winners in that year. 

After 1895, Mr. Joyner handled horses for 
David Gideon, W. Astor Chandler, and Perry Bel- 
mont, and it was in this period that he trained 
one of the best, he thought, that he ever had, 
Perry Belmont’s Ethelbert. As a 3-year-old in 
1899, he won the Realization and seven other 
races, and at four the Metropolitan and other 
handicaps. Ethelbert, which is remembered now 
chiefly as the sire of the steeplechaser Duettiste 
and of the dam of Chance Play and Chance Shot, 
was certainly the best horse Mr. Joyner had 
trained to that date, and it was largely Ethel- 
bert which established his reputation solidly. 

A little later he was engaged to train for Syd- 
ney Paget, and from 1903 to 1907 he handled such 
performers as Waterboy, Hamburg Belle, Tradi- 
tion, and other successful horses. During the 
same period Mr. Joyner trained successfully for 
James B. Haggin, and the present trainer George 
Odom was one of his riders, as was Lucien Lyne, 
famous rider and trainer in Spain, Belgium, and 
France, now trapped abroad by the war. 

In 1907 and 1908 Mr. Joyner also trained for 
the second August Belmont, his most important 
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charge being Fair Play, a very high-class 3-year- 
old, though he was never able to beat James R. 
Keene’s Colin. In 1908 Mr. Joyner was leading 
American trainer, with winners of 71 races and 
$170,775. 

In the fall of 1908, however, Mr. Joyner went 
to England, to train for Harry Payne Whitney. 
He took Fair Play along, but the horse was not 
able to reach his American form there, and was 
shipped back. A yearling he took over had bet- 
ter fortune. This was Whisk Broom II, which 
Mr. Joyner had bought from Capt. Harry Brown’s 
Senorita Stud for $2,500 and then resold to Mr. 
Whitney for the same amount. It was because of 
the success of Whisk Broom II in England that 
Mr. Joyner wired Mr. Whitney, on the occasion 
of the Senorita Stud dispersal, to buy Broom- 
stick, an acquisition of inestimable importance 
for the Whitney stud. Borrow was another of 
the American horses he trained successfully in 
England, and he also had horses for various Eng- 
lish patrons, including Lord Lonsdale. 

When he returned from England in 1915, it was 
no great while before he became connected with 
the stable of George D. Widener, a connection 
which lasted until his death, although in recent 
years most of the duties of his position were 
turned over to his assistant, W. F. (Bert) Mul- 
holland. The best horses he trained for Mr. Wid- 
ener were St. James and Jamestown; most of the 
recent successes of the Widener stable, though 
Mr. Joyner frequently had something to do with 
them, particularly when they were at winter 
quarters at Erdenheim, have been saddled by 
Trainer Mulholland. Mr. Joyner also acted as 
adviser in the building up of Mr. Widener’s high- 
ly successful Old Kenney Farm at Lexington. 

Funeral services were held at Chestnut Hill on 
September 3, and burial followed at Greenwood 
Cemetery, Brooklyn, N. Y., where Mr. Joyner’s 
wife and daughter, who died a few years ago, 
were already buried.

NEW YORK 
Aqueduct 


HE booming prosperity of New York racing 

not only continued at Aqueduct last week, it 
boomed louder. On the first Saturday, Septem- 
ber 4, there was a crowd of 32,704 persons at the 
track, who wagered $2,469,101. This was a rec- 
ord for Aqueduct, though it was well off the New 
York alltime record, the $2,699,153 bet at Bel- 
mont Park last Memorial Day. But on Labor 
Day, September 6, with a crowd of 48,774 jam- 
ming the grounds, in addition to some 4,000 serv- 
ice men who were admitted free, all previous rec- 
ords went down, the totalizator showing the gi- 
gantic total of $2,926,702. This record seems to 
have some chance for permanence, as New York 
records go. There are no more holiday programs 
this year, and probably the next reasonable 
chance at such a total will not come until Memor- 
ial Day next spring. 

The racing over the week-end was good enough, 
though there was naturally some drop in quality 
after the Saratoga meeting. The Saturday pro- 
gram was featured by the Babylon Handicap, in 
which a new 2-year-old contender, Mrs. Tilyou 
Christopher’s Bel Reigh, won his first stakes 
event. The Woodmere Claiming Stakes fell to 
J. B. Partridge’s Birch Rod, and a Class C event 
for 3-year-olds was taken by Mill River Stable’s 
Swimmin Hole, by Coldstream. 

The Labor Day feature was the Aqueduct 
Handicap, a $10,000 race for 3-year-olds and up, 
won rather unexpectedly by the fourth choice, 
With Regards, in an excellent performance. An 
overnight handicap with a $5,300 purse was won 
by Millbrook Stable’s Poacher, by Chance Play. 

The Edgemere Handicap, for 3-year-olds and 
up, at 1% miles, and with $15,000 added, will be 
the main event of the second Saturday, Septem- 
ber 11. 


Elkridge Wins Another 


The Harbor Hill Steeplechase Handicap ($5,- 
000 added, 3-year-olds and up, two miles) at 
Aqueduct September 1 found Richard K. Mel- 
lon’s *Replica II (143), a winner of his last 
four previous starts over some of the best jump- 
ers of the season, an odds-on favorite. He was 
reserved during the early part of the running (in 
his previous victories he had run in front most 
of the way), and showed nothing when he was 
put to pressure, finishing fourth. 

The early leader was Bayard Sharp’s Knight's 
Quest (145), another jumper which shows his 
best form when allowed to use his early speed, 
and well back of him Kent Miller’s Elkridge (151) 
was second. After the second turn of the field 
Elkridge began to go up gradually, was in posi-

*Bel Aethel's Best Yet 


Of the stallions whose first crops raced in 1943, 
Mereworth Stud’s *Bel Aethel, which unfortun- 
ately died in the early summer, has had the best 
numerical record, as through September 4 his 24 
foals of 1941 included 12 2-year-old winners. The 
record had been deprecated to some extent by 
the fact that the *Bel Aethels were, in the horse- 
man’s phrase, running cheap, but an exception 
has to be made for Mrs. Tilyou Christopher's Bel 
Reigh (114), which scored the first stakes success 
for his sire September 4 in the Babylon Handicap 
($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) at Aque- 
duct, beating a rather good field. 

A front-runner by preference, Bel Reigh broke 
alertly and took the lead in the first strides. Mrs. 
Helen Miller’s Ogham (114) made the best bid 
to go with him, but fell away after a half-mile 
and Bel Reigh was not seriously threatened 
thereafter, though he was kept in a drive to the 
finish to hold Joe W. Brown’s Ravenala (119). 
The latter has been one of the most industrious 
and in some respects one of the most unfortunate 
of the season’s better juveniles. He has won 
seven starts, but managed to get up against 
Lucky Draw, Jezrahel, Occupy, and Rodney Stone 
just as each was in his best form. He was clos- 
ing well in the Babylon, beating Belair Stud’s 
Thread o’ Gold (112) a head for second place in 
the last strides.

Persistent Sprinter 


In the field for the Woodmere Claiming Stakes 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven fur- 
longs) at Aqueduct September 4 was J. B. 
Partridge’s not very distinguished Birch Rod 
(112), which had been performing rather indif- 
ferently in Class C races. But these had been 
chiefly at 114g, miles, and in a sprint event on 
August 27 Birch Rod had shown considerably 
better form. The seven furlongs suited him well, 
and Birch Rod got up at the very end, won the 
third stakes of his extensive career. His first had 
come in the tragic Sanford Stakes of 1938, when 
the brilliant Thingumabob went down with a bad- 
ly fractured pastern and Ariel Toy, finishing a 
length ahead of Birch Rod, was disqualified for 
fouling the Boojum colt. His second was two 
years later, in the Prince George Autumn Handi- 
cap. For five busy campaigns Birch Rod has 
been on the edge of stakes class, has averaged 
about $385 a start for 137 starts. 

At the start the favored Flaught (113), owned 
by Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, took the track, while 
Birch Rod was last of six, the seventh starter, 
Headoverheels (3, 103), bearing in after the 
start to such an extent that he struck the port- 
able fence crossing the main track out of the 
chute and lost Jockey C. Erickson. Straightened 
in the stretch, Birch Rod was still last, ten lengths 
away from Flaught, but he came with such good 
effect on the outside that he caught the leader 
in the last stride and won by a nose. Flaught, 
with what seemed an unbeatable four-length lead 
in the last furlong, tired badly near the end and 
was only a head in front of P. R. Peroni’s Air 
Current (121) for second place, and D. Guillino’s 
Strategic (3, 116) was a moderate fourth.

ie major racing in Chicago ended with the 
September 6 program at Washington Park, 
for though 35 days of racing remain at Haw- 
thorne, that meeting makes no attempt to hold 
the horses drawn to Chicago by the Arlington- 
Washington Park meetings, offers only minor 
stakes. The Sportsman’s Park meeting which 
closes the season with a 12-day meeting makes no 
pretentions at all to class, and though its pari- 
mutuel turnover ordinarily exceeds that of some 
major tracks, it offers only cheap racing for 
cheap horses, on the apparently workable theory 
that a good dividend beats a good race any day. 

The principal note of the major Chicago season 
is that Chicago’s John Marsch has now won all 
the 2-year-old futurities there for two years. In 
1942 he swept the Arlington and Washington Park 
Futurities with Occupation, which went on to win 
two more futurities before he was through for 
the season, and this year took them with Jezra- 
hel and Occupy. The Hopeful Stakes and the 
Pimlico Futurity are the only remaining rich 2- 
year old events open to colts which Mr. Marsch 
has not won; he has had no starters in the Hope- 
ful Stakes, took second place in the Pimlico last 
ear. 

. A $5,000 overnight handicap was the supporting 
event September 4, and it was won easily by 
Lawrence Barker’s Pirate, a Pilate horse which 
was bred in Kentucky by the late John Gorham, 
but had made most of his reputation, before this 
year, in California. A $2,000 Class C allowance 
race was taken by Dearborn Stable’s Overdrawn, 
a Jack High gelding which began his career under 
the G. D. Widener silks. His win gave the stable 
a double, as Albino, also by Jack High but bred 
by J. E. Widener, had won the fourth race for 
the stable. 

Most of the horses which have been racing in 
Chicago will of course move on to Hawthorne, 
though the better ones are unlikely to be in 
action there, as the top stakes values are $5,000. 


Sun Again in Form 


Trainer Ben A. Jones apparently needs all of 
the ample skill he has in the handling of Calumet 
Farm’s Sun Again. The Sun Teddy colt, as a 2- 
year-old, won the Arlington Futurity with two of 
his stablemates in the next two places, but it was 
not until September 1, more than two years later, 
that he was able to win another stakes. After 
his Arlington Futurity win he went out of train- 
ing for the year. In the spring of 1942 he came 
along so slowly that it seemed doubtful whether 
he could be made a Kentucky Derby horse. He 
did run in the Derby Trial, however, finishing sec- 
ond, and a week after the Derby he ran an ex- 
cellent race in the Preakness Stakes, closing very 
fast to dead-heat Requested for second place, a 
length back of Alsab. But he did not start again 
in 1942, and it was not until June of this year 
that he was under silks again. He has run quite 
well, though sparingly, in shorter races this sea- 
son, but was unplaced in the 1%-mile Stars and 
Stripes Handicap. On September 1 he tried for 
the Drexel Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, one mile) at Washington Park, ran his 
best race this year, and won. 

The outsider Sir Jeffrey (108'2) made the pace 
at first, with Marriage (124) in second place. Sun 
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Again (114), away well, got in close quarters 
leaving the chute, and Jockey F. A. Smith let 
him drop back. When he went to the outside 
and began to move up, Valdina Farm's favored 
*Rounders (124) was closing on Sir Jeffrey, Mar- 
riage having dropped back, and L. B. Mayer's 
Thumbs Up (120) was under pressure to join 
the leaders. Sun Again closed fast through the 
stretch, picked up his field steadily, and though 
he won by only a half-length he was drawing 
out. _*Rounders took second place by a _ half- 
length from Thumbs Up, with the latter’s stable- 
mate, *King’s Abbey (111) in fourth place. In 
order followed Daily Trouble (109), Contradic- 
tion (114), Marriage, and Sir Jeffrey.

Occupy Delivers 


When Arlington Park opened in the early sum- 
mer, the outstanding 2-year-old at the meeting 
was John Marsch’s Occupy, which in addition to 
being a full brother to last year’s leading 2-year- 
old, Occupation, had begun his career by winning 
his first two starts in very sensational fashion. 
But it was not until September 4 that Occupy be- 
came a stakes winner. When he did, he did it 
thoroughly, becoming leading money-winning 2- 
year-old of the season as well. 

Occupy had been expected, with some confi- 
dence, to take the Arlington Futurity July 17, and 
he was, in fact, well in train to do it when his 
stablemate Jezrahel ran him down in the last 
yards and beat him a half-length. This was re- 
garded with some scepticism, which grew when 
Jezrahel was soundly defeated by Alorter and 
others in his next start. There seemed not a. 
great deal of choice between the Marsch entry 
of Occupy (113) and Jezrahel (122) on the one 
hand, and Alorter (116) on the other, when the 
field of nine went to the post in the Washington 
Park Futurity ($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) September 4, but the entry was made 
a slight favorite, and none of the others was giv- 
en more than an outside chance. 

Occupy, like Occupation, likes to run in front, 
and Jockey Lyle Whiting broke him fast and 
took the lead. At first it was a bitter struggle 
with Dutch Raider (116), but after a half-mile 
the Hygro gelding compounded, and Occupy drew 
into a clear lead, with Jezrahel thrusting up into 
second place. At the furlong-pole it seemed that 
it might be the Arlington Futurity all over, but 
Jezrahel suddenly flattened out, and three of the 
outsiders made what play there was for Occupy.

He has never finished 
worse than second, starting seven times, winning 
four races, finishing second three times (in Ar- 
lington Futurity, Primer, Prairie State Stakes), 
and has earned $54,325, a sum placing him well 
ahead of Jezrahel ($49,850) and Bee Mac ($44,- 
530), the other leading juveniles in money earned. 

MISs BUNTING, herself a stakes winner at the 
Arlington Park meeting of 1932, is dam of Occu- 
pation, winner of the Glencoe and Dick Welles 
Handicaps this year, and particulars of his pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of July 10, 
page 41. 


Dead Heat for $50,000 


The Washington Park Handicap ($50,000 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds and up, 114, miles) of September 
6 drew the best handicap horses in training, also 
attracted three 3-year-olds, including Boone Hall 
Stable’s *Princequillo (3, 113), as prominent a 
member of his division, perhaps, as remains in 
action. A field of 12 went to the post, with 
*Princequillo a _ slight favorite over Valdina 
Farm’s *Rounders (124), and Louis B. Mayer’s 
Thumbs Up (120) was the third choice. 

Coward and Du Puy’s Marriage (124), leading 
money winner among the older horses this year, 
went sprinting to the front, opening up daylight 
on his field, with the long-priced 3-year-old Royal 
Nap (3, 107), owed by Mrs. W. S. Farish’s Lazy 
F Ranch, closest in pursuit. *Rounders was 
with the leaders, but he fell back after a half- 
mile and his place was taken by Alquest (3, 108), 
which also faded before reaching the stretch. 
*Princequillo was in some trouble on the inside 
and was a long time getting clear, while Thumbs 
Up began without his usual speed and was far 
back for about half a mile. Thereafter he moved 
up gradually, and around the turn began closing 
on the leaders. Jockey W. Mehrtens went to the 
whip on Royal Nap, but the 3-year-old could not 
hold the challenge, and Thumbs Up went on to 
engage and defeat Marriage, drawing clear at 
the furlong-pole. Royal Nap, though he had no 
such burst of speed in the upper stretch, held on 
steadily, however, and in the last furlong Thumbs 
Up seemed to sulk. Royal Nap gained gradually, 
was up in the last stride to finish in a dead heat 
with the *Blenheim II colt. Marriage, holding 
on fairly well, was a length and a quarter behind 
them in third place, and *Princequillo, finishing 
very well, was another length back in fourth 
place. In order followed Georgie Drum (110), 
Anticlimax (114), Sweep Swinger (101), Con-

RHODE ISLAND 


Narragansett Park 


EST race of the September 4 program at Nar- 

ragansett Park, the twenty-fourth day of the 
42-day second meeting, was the Mary Dyer Hand- 
icap, for fillies and mares. Since breeders cam- 
paigned several years ago for more filly and 
mare races, Narragansett Park has carded a 
reasonable number of stakes in this category, 
has not had exactly the best of luck with them. 
On the previous Saturday the New England Oaks 
drew only five starters, and the Mary Dyer drew 
only four. In each case Mrs. C. Gregory’s Miss 
Transit was apparently put in to fill out the field; 
she is a $1,500 to $2,000 plater and ran a distant 
last on both occasions. 

With the exception of the stakes event, how- 
ever, fields were well filled. The supporting event, 
a $1,600 purse for 2-year-olds, got ten starters, 
the winner and favorite being Mrs. H. C. Wolfe’s 
Evelyn Rolls, by *Rolls Royce, a stakes winner 
earlier in the meeting. Three-year-olds had a 
sprint under allowance conditions, also for a $1,- 
600 purse, and the winner of this was J. C. Mc- 
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Laughlin’s Icystream, by Coldstream. There were 
nine races on the card, the others being under 
claiming conditions. 


First for Barbara Childs 


In two previous meetings with Mt. Desert 
Stable’s Spiral Pass (114) this year, Mrs. B. S. 
Campbell’s Barbara Childs (118) had been beat- 
en, yet for the Mary Dyer Handicap ($5,000 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 14, 
miles) at Narragansett Park September 4, the 
Clock Tower filly was asked to give Spiral Pass 
four pounds, which was more than she had given 
on either of the other occasions; in fact in their 
last meeting it had been Spiral Pass which had 
made the concession. The event, however, justi- 
fied the handicap, for Barbara Childs won quite 
easily. There were only four starters, with Spiral 
Pass the even-money favorite. She began with a 
fine burst of speed and built up a five-length lead 
in the first quarter-mile. Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s 
Dairy Lady (3,103), a daughter of Milkman, was 
second for the first few furlongs, after which Bar- 
bara Childs gradually began closing ground on 
the leader. Spiral Pass held on into the last fur- 
longs, but Barbara Childs, going extremely well, 
caught her without much effort, drew away to win 
by two and a half lengths with speed in reserve. 
Spiral Pass was four lengths ahead of Dairy 
Lady, with Miss Transit (3, 107), the only other 
starter, a distant last. Time, :234%, :47, 1:12%, 
1:38%, 1:45, track fast. Stakes division, $3,770, 
$1,000, $500, $250.

Lister’s Eternity (115) favorite in a field of 
seven, and William Helis’ Texas-bred Tropea 
(117) the second choice. The latter had the 
speed of the field at first, but after a quarter- 
mile was overhauled by Christopher T. Chenery’s 
Cattachiptico (114), which opened out on his 
field, had a two-length lead with a furlong to go.

NEW JERSEY 
Garden State Park 


TTEMPTS to extend the season at Garden 
State Park having failed, the 50-day meeting 
there closes September 11. Requests for exten- 
sion were not made to the race track manage- 
ment, but to New Jersey’s Governor Charles Edi- 
son, and a petition signed by 125 horsemen point- 
ed out that for approximately 30 days, until the 
opening of the fall season in Maryland, they would 
have no place to go. But the State Racing Com- 
mission, bound by New Jersey’s law limiting race 
meetings to 50 days, denied the request. 

No special days were held, or will be held, for 
the war fund during the Garden State Park meet- 
ing; instead it was announced that the track 
would give $50,000 to the fund. 

The September 4 program was featured by the 
Princeton Handicap, in which William Helis got 
his second stakes winner, Salto, which performed 
last year for King Ranch. An allowance race 
with a $2,500 purse supported the stakes, 
this went to another of Mr. Helis’ horses, also 
purchased from a Texas owner. The winner was 
Valdina Sol, by Night Flyer, and was bred by 
Valdina Farms. The successful character of the 
meeting has been reflected in additional purse in- 
creases through the closing days. Although the 
minimum purse is still $1,100 (which represents 
a $100 raise during the meeting), $1,200 is the 
prevailing minimum except for the very cheapest 
sort of claiming events. 

The last stakes event of the meeting 
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$10,000 Vineland Handicap, to be run September 
11 at 114, miles, for fillies and mares. Vagrancy 
has top weight of 126 pounds, and among the 
other eligibles are Star Copy (124), Mar-Kell 
(124), Pomayya (117), Askmenow (3, 117), 
Stefanita (3, 114), and others. Incidental inter- 
est of the handicap is the fact that Handicapper 
Charles McLennan rates Askmenow, winner of the 
American Derby, three pounds over Stefanita, 
since these two are the principal claimants to 3- 
year-old filly honors. 


The Thirteenth Try 


Salto, a brother to Nedayr which William Helis 
purchased from King Ranch this season, and 
which startled Suffolk Downs patrons by leading 
nearly all the way in the Massachusetts Handicap 
only to falter in the last furlong, has earned a 
respectable amount of money this season, but un- 
til September 4 he had done it without a victory, 
the $15,350 credited to him representing seconds, 
thirds, and fourths. His thirteenth start of the 
season was in the inaugural running of the 
Princeton Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs) at Garden State Park, and 
though he was the only starter which was a non- 
winner this year, he was a slight favorite. 

Salto (106) usually runs well up in his fields, 
but in the Princeton Jockey Conn McCreary took 
a good hold on him, while Mrs. W. H. Cane’s 
Henry Knight (98) was cutting out the pace. Pine 
Tree Farm’s Valdina Alpha (110), second for the 
first quarter-mile, was replaced after that dis- 
tance by Longchamp Farm’s Baby Dumpling 
(107), and it was not until the field was turning 
into the stretch that McCreary let Salto run. He 
came up fast on the outside, found determined 
opposition in Baby Dumpling and Henry Knight, 
and the three drove on the post with inches be- 
tween them. In the last stride Salto got his nose 
in front of Baby Dumpling, which was a head in 
front of Henry Knight. Valgina Alpha, beaten 
a length, was fourth, followed by High Command 
(106), and Clyde Tolson (105). Time, :22%5, 
74545, 1:10%4 (equals track record), track fast. 
Stakes division, $4,400, $1,000, $500, $250.

Bold Irishman at Spendthrift 


O the list of stallions which will make the 1944 
season at Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, 
Lexington—King Cole, Agrarian, Jacomar, Great 
Union, and Chicuelo were already there—was 
added last week the name of Wheatley Stable’s 
Bold Irishman, 5-year-old son of *Sir Gallahad 
III and the stakes winner Erin, by Transmute. 
The horse arrived at the farm September 1, ef- 
forts to bring him back to racing having failed. 
Bold Irishman, as a 2-year-old in 1940, ranked 
with the best colts of the reason, winning four 
races, finishing four times second, once third, and 
earning $42,405. In winning the Pimlico Futurity 
he bowed a tendon, an injury which kept him 
from racing at three, except for one start. At 
two he also finished second in the Champagne 
Stakes and Albany and Ardsley Handicaps. He 
got back to the races at four in 1942, and though 
he did not reach his best form again he succeed- 
ed in winning the Woodmere Stakes. His total 
earnings were $47,630. 

Since Wheatley Stable will send several good 
mares to the horse, not many outside services 
will be available in 1944, Mr. Combs said. Terms 
will be $200, or free to approved mares.

Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh 


HE mistress of Virginia’s beautiful Springs- 

bury Farm, Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh, is 
perhaps the most enthusiastic horsewoman in the 
most enthusiastic horse country in the United 
States. Hunting and show stock are her first 
loves, but her enthusiasm for this kind of stock 
has led her to pay high prices not only for top 
individuals but also for fashionable and success- 
ful racing bloodlines. She is one of very few 
breeders in the country who produce good racing 
prospects as a sort of by-product in the quest 
for hunters and show horses. This is not to im- 
ply that breeding race horses is altogether a side- 
line at Springsbury, but if you happen to have 
a good hunter prospect and Mrs. Greenhalgh 
happens to have a good racing prospect, you stand 
a fair chance of getting up a horse trade. 

Mrs. Greenhalgh is selling two fillies at Meadow 
Brook. The dark brown daughter of Annapolis 
and *Killiney Belle is middle-sized, compact, 
good-bodied, strong, well balanced, with a very 
good forehand—a likely prospect for fairly early 
development. 

The chestnut filly by the popular Psychic Bid 
out of the *Teddy mare Kentmere Girl is rather 
typical of her sire’s get, fairly tall, of medium 
build, moderately rangy. She has an excellent 
head, high, thin withers, fine-boned legs well put 
on. 


Hop Creek Farms 


NE of the younger breeding establishments in 

the East is the Hop Creek Farms of W. H. 
La Boyteaux at Holmdel, N. J., a few miles from 
Red Bank. But Mr. La Boyteaux, who for years 
has made it not only a hobby but a business to 
study Thoroughbred pedigrees, has established 
himself solidly with a substantial band of brood- 
mares, has built up his farm, and may be reckon- 
ed among the most important breeders in his 
section. 

His luck, like that of most of the Meadow 
Brook consignors, has run to fillies this year, but 
it has run further than usual in that direction. 
In his consignment of 13 yearlings are only two 
colts. This does not represent any sort of se- 
lection on his part, for he is primarily a mar- 
ket breeder, and if he were going to hold out 
anything he would prefer to hold out fillies. With 
one exception all the yearlings are by the home 
sires Jack High and Teddy Weed, the former 
already established as a very successful sire, the 
latter a young *Teddy horse whose first foals 
are now 2-year-olds. 

The colt by Jack High—-F lying Banner is deep- 
bodied, substantial, strong, wide-forked, good- 
boned, well balanced. The son of Teddy Weed 
and Flico is big, rangy, well muscled all round, 
a promising first foal. 

Eight of the 11 fillies are by Jack High, whose 
get characteristically carry their evidence of 
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speed in the heavy muscling of the forearm, gas- 
kin, and hindquarters. Some of them I rated 
among the best fillies I have seen this year. The 
daughter of the Blandford mare *Vale Vale would 
be near the top in any company—a grand-looking 
filly of great scope, power, and poise, with an 
excellent feminine head and neck, high withers, 
a deep, wide-angled shoulder assembly, excellent 
legs, and true action. On Tap has a big raking 
daughter, sturdy and impressive, wide-forked, 
true-actioned. La Traviata’s filly is quick and 
blocky, has a good lively way of going, carries 
an extreme store of power in her hindquarters. 

The Gold Witch filly, a racy thing with an ex- 
traordinary slope of shoulder, is lighter in build 
than most of the Jack Highs. Marcie S. has a 
good-sized, blocky, big-boned filly of exceptional 
power, masculine in appearance. The roan daugh- 
ter of Royal Bit is big-barreled, short-legged, 
good-boned, powerful, also a little inclined toward 
masculinity. The first foal of the Bold Venture 
mare Proud Heart, good-topped, substantial, and 
smartly finished, is one of the flashiest items in 
the consignment. Blue Black's filly, a second 
foal, is blocky, strong, good-legged, stands and 
walks well. 

Of the two Teddy Weed fillies, the one from 
Postage is big, rangy, long-legged, showy, but 
I had a notion she might show speed fairly early 
in her career. The other is the first foal of the 
stakes winner Spanked; this is a quick, racy, well 
muscled trick of fine quality. 

The Tintagel—*Blanditia filly is of medium 
substance, plainly finished, nicely balanced, with 
an unusually straight hind leg. 

Clarence Megill has this consignment splendid- 
ly conditioned, with good hard flesh and muscle. 
When we went out to look them over he whistled 
all 11 fillies in out of the same paddock. 


Rockridge Farms 


IRST consignment in the two-day series of 
sales at Meadow Brook will be that from 
David N. Rust, Jr.’s Rockridge Farms, Leesburg, 
Va. It consists of seven colts and two fillies, and 
includes two well made colts by *Gino, which Mr. 
Rust purchased out of the Kilmer estate dispersal 
in the fall of 1940 and which died at Rockridge 
in June of this year. Two colts are by J. H. Wil- 
son’s Charley O., which stands at Rockridge, and 
the others are by Mr. Rust’s standby, Time 
Maker. 
As a group they are considerably superior to 
anything the farm ever sent to Saratoga, and 
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are well grown out, in good, hard flesh. 

The two *Gino colts are most attractive. The 
roan out of Karelia, a half-brother to Economic 
and the Mexican Derby winner Gold Rust, is a 
powerful, short-legged, big-jointed, plainly fin- 
ished colt, equipped with great driving power. 
Feu Bar’s chestnut colt is sturdy and good- 
bodied, finer in quality and quicker-looking. He 
stands and walks well, has a reputation on the 
farm as a paddock fiyer. 

Last year Trainer Max Hirsch picked out of 
the Rust consignment the high-class colt Que 
Hora, by Time Maker out of Minxy. This year 
there is a full brother which is smaller and quite 
as attractive as Que Hora was as a yearling. He 
is not startlingly developed in any particular, 
but is good, sturdy, symmetrical, with an excel- 
lent set of legs and good way of going. The 
Henrina colt is good-bodied, good-boned, with 
high, thin withers, short back, fairly plain. Rock 
Roi’s colt is compact, sturdy, and ‘quick as a 
flash,” they told me. 

The Charley O. colt out of Golden Fizz is good- 
sized, a rich bay color, well developed behind the 
saddle, and full of energy. The other Charley 
O., out of Wintille, is fairly light and leggy 
and rather plain in finish. 

The two fillies, both by Time Maker, out of 
Red Hat and Cackle, are both compact, balanced, 
true-actioned, feminine, and moderately fine in 
quality.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


does not appear to have halted yet. I am not 
specially given to pop-eyes, but I got a little that 
way during a hurried visit when George M. Fisher, 
master of the horses, showed me through “Chick- 
en City,” where broilers are being produced at 
the rate of about 140,000 a year, and ‘Pigeon 
City,” which will turn out some 12,000 squabs a 
year. There are also more than 500 cattle and, 
I think they said, about 200 brood sows. The 
whole place is under intense cultivation to pro- 
duce feed for all these and for the horses. 

North Wales Stud has inaugurated the policy 
of selling a small draft of horses in the auction 
sales each year. The six fillies it will sell at 
Meadow Brook are vastly superior, as to growth 
and conditioning, to those offered at Saratoga in 
1942. 

The Jchnstown—Lampshade filly is an im- 
pressive big one with a grand forehand set off 
by a very handsome head and neck, and markedly 
short in the cannons. 

There are three bay daughters of *Quatre 
Bras II. The daughter of *Escapade II is good- 
sized, handsome, smoothly finished, with much 
scope and quality, a grand shoulder and excellent 
quarters. The good racer and producer Shady 
Lady is represented by an impressive big filly, 
wide-fronted, deep-breeched, with a most attrac- 
tive head; I liked her best of the lot, but it was 
no walkover. The first foal of Battle Magic, by 
*Blenheim II, is good-topped, showy, high-wither- 
ed, short-cannoned, deep and wide through the 
quarters. 

There are two by *Chrysler II, a great raking 
son of *Teddy which, surprisingly enough, is get- 
ting blocky, speedy-looking things. One is the 
second foal of American Daisy; this is a very 
substantial, powerful, deep-bodied, likely-looking 
prospect whose fairly plain finish suggests that 
a bit of *Chicle has come through via her second 
dam. The Golden Measure filly is substantial, 
blocky, short-legged, with excellent legs and a 
good true walk. 


Hubert and J. S. Phipps 


HE difficult task of seeing the sales yearlings 

in northern Virginia was made easy through 
the very generous assistance of Hubert B. Phipps, 
publisher of the Eastern Breeder at Warrenton 
and prominent in the Virginia Horsemen’s Asso- 
ciation. Together we saw most of the consign- 
ments in the Winchester-Leesburg-Marshall tri- 
angle which includes the greatest concentration 
of Thoroughbred farms in Virginia. Last stops 
before he turned me over to North Wales’ George 
M. Fisher to go over the yearlings near War- 
renton were at his own Rockburn Farm and 
his father’s Blenheim Farms. 

Mr. Phipps will sell three by Blenheim, a 
stallion whose similar breeding and age cause 
him occasionally to be confused with *Blenheim 
II, but which has merits of his own, without 
reference to his distinguished relative. One is 
a full-made, short-legged, true-moving daughter 
of the Petee-Wrack mare Wrack Pike, whose 
first living foal she is. This filly walks with an 
impressively wide spiead between her hocks. The 
other filly, out of *Queen Mab II, is good-bodied, 
short-legged, handy, and well balanced, also has 
a good even walk. 

A late consignment by Mr. Phipps, one which 
barely made the catalogue in time, is the bay 
colt by Blenheim out of Colinport, by The Porter. 
This is a good-bodied, smart-headed, true-made 
colt with plenty of strength and substance. 
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J. S. Phipps’ Blenheim Farms at The Plains 
is one of the best equipped and prettiest nurseries 
in Virginia, and the manager, Chilton Glascock, 
with the Phippses since their polo days, likes to 
keep his stock in sales condition, whether they 
are selling or not-—-they usually are not. The 
one offering from this farm is a bay filly by 
Psychic Bid out of the *Sir Gallahad III mare 
Festivities, an impressive, big, rangy, beautifully 
finished youngster—one of the handsomest in the 
sales, strikingly set off by an excellent head and 
neck. 

Mr. Glascock also led out for inspection a few 
yearlings by Blenheim out of excellent mares, 
not for sale, but fair indications that this lesser 
Blenheim is in train to add considerably to his 
reputation as a sire. 


Blue Ridge Farm 


| ee many years the Blue Ridge Farm of Mrs. 
George L. Harrison (formerly Mrs. Cary T. 
Grayson) at Upperville, Va., has been among the 
outstanding Thoroughbred nurseries in the East. 
Its reputation for the production of high-class 
horses is firmly fixed, and the discriminating man- 
ner in which its breeding stock is selected sug- 
gests a long continuation of that reputation. 

This year’s offerings from Blue Ridge Farm 
consist of five colts and nine fillies. Mrs. Harri- 
son has deliberately avoided getting them into 
what is generally known as “sales condition,” 
and when I had a look at them on August 25 
they were as lean and hard as antelopes in a 
lion precinct. 

Of the colts, the buyers probably will swarm 
thickest around the two sons of *Challenger II. 
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The bay son of Minnant, an 11-year-old mare 
which has already produced the stakes winners 
Augury, Blue Pennant, and Magnificent, is a 
May 15 foal whose generous frame suggests that 
he will grow into a big, rangy, exceptionally 
strong racer. Well assembled, plain in finish, 
with unusually high withers, he appears to have 
fine possibilities. A trifle more precocious, as to 
looks, is the bay colt out of the High Time mare 
We, a strong, deep-bodied, well balanced, true- 
made youngster, whose excellence appears most 
striking when viewed from fore and aft. 

The Milkman—Step Lively colt has a lot of 
scope, a flashy head and neck, good substance, 
and excellent bone. Very smart, compact, solid, 
and well balanced is the colt by Blenheim out of 
Brave Lady; he was a bit higher in flesh than 
the others. The Pilate—Blonde Belle chestnut 
colt is narrow-bodied, light, quick, plain in the 
head, with feet and legs well put on. All the 
colts have straight hind legs. 

Because of the excellent records of their an- 
cestors, fillies from Blue Ridge will be in de- 
mand for broodmare as well as racing prospects. 
There is some excellent prospective breeding 
material here. 


The *Sickle filly out of Tick On’s very fast sis- 
ter Watch Her is compact, quick, balanced, wide- 
forked, high-withered, true in stance and action, 
with very good quarters. Psychic Bid is repre- 
sented by two daughters. The one from Aero, 
by *Teddy, is of medium build, stands and walks 
very well, has a handiness about her that sug- 
gests good possibilities. The other, from Run- 
ning Briar, is smart, compact, good-bodied. 

The young Rosemont, whose first crop last 
year sent him off to a good start as a sire, also

The *Minaret II filly 
is quite similar, a little larger, carries her feet 
in a true line. 

The *Abbot’s Nymph filly out of Flying Wind 
is registered as bay, but is very close to being 
brown. She is a well proportioned, fine-made, 
well balanced sort which appears likely to win 
her way out. The rome sire, old *Happy Argo, 
has a filly out of Rough Sea which is substantial, 
true-made, and useful-looking. 

One of the most attractive fillies is the late- 
foaled daughter of Discovery and the young 
stakes-winning mare Third Party, by *Teddy; 
she is smart, smooth, handsome, nicely balanced, 
gcod-bodied, well muscled, good about the legs, 
and especially well developed behind the saddle. 
Another of the tops, without much question, is 
by Tintagel out of the young mare Stray Note, 
fealed May 14. She is substantial, smart, handy, 
quick, has an extra good set of legs. 


Great Run Stud 


OMMANDER James Mitchell's Great Run 

Stud, at Warrenton, Va., which began sell- 
ing at Saratoga last year, offers three well bred 
yearlings at Meadow Brook. 

The bay colt by Flares out of Dinner Date is 
the first foal of this stakes-winning daughter of 
the great producer Heloise. He is strong, wide- 
fronted, deep-quartered. The colt by *Quatre 
Bras II out of Foxcraft is good-sized, smart, im- 
pressive, smoothly finished, with a long top line 
and standing over a lot of ground. 

The filly by Tintagel out of War Banner is 
rangy, well set up, showy, fine in quality, es- 
pecially well developed behind. 


Other Yearlings 


ESIDES the Coldstream Stud consignment, re- 

viewed below by Joe H. Palmer, one other 
Kentucky yearling appears in the catalogues. 
This is Charlton Clay’s bay filly by *Sir Gallahad 
III out of the 100 per cent winner-producer Car- 
reen; she is middle-sized, close-coupled, smooth, 
sound, well muscled, with a good set of legs. 

Lt. A. A. (Sandy) Baldwin is offering two, a 
brown colt by Unbreakable out of the good pro- 
ducer Royal Chain, by *Royal Canopy, and a bay 
colt by Chance Shot out of Shell Hole (sister to 
Rodney Stone’s dam), by Man 0’ War. I have no 
notes on these colts. Mr. Phipps and I got to 
Dundridge Farm late one afternoon, when the 
man in charge of the yearlings was absent. The 
manager of farming operations showed us some 
yearlings, but none of them turned out to be 
the right ones. 

Ensign Colin MacLeod is selling two Psychic 
Bid fillies. The Pine Brook Farm of Dr. F. A. 
O'Keefe, Jr., near Warrenton, is a new con- 
signor, with a colt by Pompey—Dalwhinnie and 
a good quick filly by Mokatam—My Hattie. Dr. 
L. M. Allen, one of Virginia’s most successful 
hunter breeds, has a good-topped, powerful, good- 
boned colt by Coq d’Esprit—-Marge. W. H. Lips- 
comb’s consignment consists of six colts, a good 
even lot, splendidly conditioned, three by Psychic 
Bid, two by Dunlin, one by Dr. Freeland. 

Lt. Alfred Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm, Glyn- 
don, Md., will offer five colts, nine fillies, includ- 
ing the first American-bred *Bahram to be offer- 
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ed for auction. These are much larger, sounder, 
and better conditioned than the Sagamore year- 
lings of last season. Two of the fillies, by Iden- 
tify—-Spice of Life and Dauber—Kharina, are 
extra good. 


Coldstream Stud 


FTER a lapse of two seasons, Coldstream 

Stud has reentered the yearling market. 
Elmer Dale Shaffer, who shares ownership in 
the farm with his sister, has recently entered 
training for naval service, and though Coldstream 
Stable, which has been absorbing the produce of 
the farm for the last years, will not be dis- 
continued, it apparently is to run on a less ex- 
tensive scale during the war. Thus the 23 year- 
lings which have escaped mishap this season 
go to the Meadow Brook sale. Since Coldstream 
had been out of the. Saratoga market for two 
years, it was not eligible to the recent sales at 
Keeneland. The offerings include nine colts and 
14 fillies. 


Last week Charles A. Kenney, manager of 
Coldstream Stud, was host to a gathering, chief- 
ly of newspapermen, but including a few horse- 
men by way of balance. When the yearlings 
had been shown, most of the argument came down 
to which of the four *Bull Deg colts was the best, 
with the Piety colt and the My Auntie colt go- 
ing to the finals. Each is from a winner, placed 
in stakes; My Auntie has had one foal to race 
(a winner), and Piety has had none. My pet- 
sonal preference was for the Piety colt, an extra 
good, smooth, well balanced one, strong through 
the gaskins and hindquarters, in the familiar 
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*Bull Dog style, and very clean and _ straight. 
The My Auntie colt is also neat and stylish, per- 
haps a bit shorter in the back, wide and strong 
behind, clean-legged, with high withers. Both 
have good bone, and are nearly of a size. 

The other two *Bull Dog colts are out of mares 
which have passed an important test; each has 
dropped a stakes winner. The Nimble Hoof colt 
is a brother to Coldstream (sire of Riverland, if 
you've forgotten, and a most impressive racer 
himself, though he went wrong at three). He is 
a good-sized, well made bay, lengthy and solid, 
with good joints and an extra strong muscular 
organization. The bay from In Between (dam 
of Entracte) is also big, strong-bodied, with with- 
ers high and well back, with unusually good bone 
and big feet. He is extremely powerful, and I 
should judge him to be equally fast. 

The first foals of *Helicpclis have been very 
encouraging, as far as conformation may be 
trusted. He has two colts in the consignment. 
The one from Misleading, a half-brother to three 
stakes-winners, is a big-bodied, racy bay, with 
good legs, long muscles, good bone. The bay 
from the stakes winner Sun Celtic is smaller, 
but very well made, being somewhat lengthy, 
but deep-chested and strong. 

The other colts represent different sires. Reap- 
ing Reward—Firecracker colt is a big, rugged, 
muscular bay, deep-bodied, solid, and durable. 
The bay by Mate—Lull is a brother to Albatross, 
fastest of the Florida juveniles of his season, and 
is a rangy, heavy-muscled, wide-fronted indi- 
vidual, well marked for speed. Chance Shot— 
Nectarine colt is the only chestnut, colt or filly, 
in the consignment.

The Fillies 


Three of the fillies are by *Bull Dog, all from 
mares which have had stakes winners, a circum- 
stance which may be a better recommendation 
than anything in these notes. The Wild Waters 
filly is a solid, muscular bay, wide in the quarters, 
stands straight and walks truly. The one from 
Starless Moment, and thus sister to Tiger, is 
plainer, but very strong and substantial, high 
behind, with straight hind legs, good feet and 
joints. The brown from Laila Wild is a feminine 
but very strong one, very high and thin in the 
withers, excellently muscled, and well turned. 

Celdstream has four daughters in the sale. A 
solid-bodied bay cut of Owena, the dam of Burn- 
ing Star, is the most substantial of these, with 
good shoulders, short back, heavy muscles. The 
Boursecamp filly is big and roomy, with very 
good legs and feet, her hocks set well down, her 
quarters wide and strong. Last Song has a solid, 
smooth brown, with straight hind legs, wide chest, 
good forehand. Biota filly is a good mover, with 
a neat, feminine head, a gracefully joined neck, 
rather long body, and should run early. 

Of the three daughters of Reaping Reward, the 
brown out of Summer Time, a good winner her- 
self and sister to Bull Lea and two other stakes 
winners, half-sister to two more, may be the 
slowest to develop but she ought to be worth 
waiting for. She is very strong, with good bone 
and short back. Penncote filly, a half-sister to 
the stakes winner Bull Pen, is a big, substantial, 
heavily powered bay, well made all around, and 
smoothly fuinished. The Gino Patty filly is 
smaller, but speedy-looking and sound. 

The *Heliepolis—Perini filly is a strong, rangy, 
muscular individual with good legs and feet. 
Gentle Play has a strong, well built daughter by 
*Sickle, good through the shoulders and deep in 
the chest. The Ariel—Evening Shadow filly, 
from the immediate family of High Quest and 
Fair Star, is a muscular, powerful bay, with 
good joints and an extra supply of muscle. The 
filly by Firethorn out of Coldstream’s sister Best 
Away is a smooth, smart type, wide-chested, 
deep-quartered, well put together.

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Sires of Yearlings 
Meadow Brook 


OR the yearling sales to be conducted at the 

Meadow Brook Club, Westbury, Long Island, 
on the mornings of September 21 and 22 a total 
of 134 yearlings have been catalogued, the get of 
48 sires. In the subjoined list, for the conven- 
ience of buyers who may have preferences, the 
yearlings are listed according to their sires, with 
the consignor and date of sale added. The sires 
with the most numerous representation are 
Psychic Bid, with 10 head; Jack High and Pom- 
pey, 9 each; *Bull Dog, 7; Tintagel, 6. 

The most unusual statistical item concerning 
the Meadow Brook sale is the distribution as to 
sex. There are 55 colts catalogued, 79 fillies; 41 
per cent colts, 59 per cent fillies. This is an al- 
most exact reversal of the usual Saratoga per- 
centages. At the Keeneland sales last month 58 
per cent of the yearlings sold were colts. The 
unusual percentage of fillies in the Eastern auc- 
tions may be a factor in holding the gain in the 
gross average to a smaller proportion than was 
the case at Lexington. 

At Lexington 311 yearlings were sold (from 
318 catalogued). If all the 134 yearlings cata- 
logued for Meadow Brook are sold, the total 
for the two sales will be 445 head, which would 
be smaller than any Saratoga total since 1934. 
Several of Saratoga’s more important consignors 
are selling, or have sold, their yearlings privately.

THE STALLION REGISTER 


INCE 1935, when THE BLOOD-HORSE introduced the Stallion Register 
and Loose-Leaf Mating Book, Thoroughbred horsemen have found this 
book invaluable in planning matings for their mares and a storehouse of 
information. As of the most recent revision, last January, 222 stallions 
still in service were listed in the Stallion Register. 


OR each stallion included, the following information is given: 
A five-cross pedigree 
Height and weight 
Racing record 
Stud record (if any), including most successful nicks. 
Records of the immediate ancestors. 


HE Stallion Register also includes a general index to names in the 
pedigrees, tables showing the distribution of stallions according to 
male lines and according to families, a list of announced fees, blanks for 
pedigrees and breeding records of mares, and an index of sires of dams of 
stakes winners. 


OR insertion of a new stallion in the Stallion Regis- 
ter on or before October 1, the charge is $20; for re- 
vising the record of a stallion already included the 
charge is $15, on or before October 1. There is a later 
closing, on December 15, for new entries and revisions. 
The charges for the later closing are $25 and $20, for 
new entries and revisions, respectively. 


HE cost of the Stallion Register to an owner of a stallion included in 


the book is $5; to all others the charge is $10. The annual service 
charge for supplements, which includes both those of October and De- 


cember, is $2.
